WHAT'S ‘CHILTERN HUNDREDS?" 


18th Century Ruling Of 
British Parliament 


By AUDREY ST.D. JOHNSON 


It would seem that the dust} 
of ancient legalities and pariia- 
mentary acts would dull the 
most sparkling wit. but. “The 
Chiltern Hundreds,” a J. Arthur 
Rank production, currently ex- 
hibited at the Dominion Theatre, 
proves the reverse to be true. 

Behind the brilliantly - acted 
modern story, with its cascades 
of laughter and flashing _ re- 
partee, lurk the bare bones of 
an 18th century mguling of the 
British Parliament.

&@s remote as ever. Admittedly, in the

trict and nailing them to the Municipality 
of Oak Bay. What.the people of Saanich 
do in what they conceive to be in their 
own best interests is, of course, their 
affair entirely. And the citizens of Vic- 
toria proper will wish them well. Regard- 
less of the foregoing, and still mindful of 
some of the traditional objections to the . 
major Mmiunicipality’s desire, we are con- 
vinced that the day will come wher a 
population of a little more than 100,000 

considerably less than onehird of 
Vancouver—will find it very difficult to 
justify, economically, the-luxury of four 
civic governments.

‘Cold War’ Will Prove ( Cheaper 
Than Alternative Shooting War 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT From New York 


CAN we afford the cold war? A lot of 

people say we can't, that the Mar 
shali Plan, heavy defence outlays, help 
to the Far East and Point Four aid to 
blackward lands are just too much to 
bear. 

Pa#ul Hoffman, able head of the 
Economic Co-operation Administration, 
has a different ansver. He says we can’t 
afford NOT to fight the cold war. 
PLAIN ISSUE 


In a recent Washington speech packed 
with solid sense, Hoffman laid the issue 
out plainly. As they emerge from his 
comment, the choices before us are these: 
to knuckle under to Russia, to reach a 
fair agreement with her, to continue the 
cold war or to undertake a shooting war. 


Of the first prospect, Hoffman prob- 
ably voices the general U.S. view when he 
Says’ Russia“ hase “perfectiy stinking” 
system that men won't live under,if they 
can somehow escape it. 

And Hoffman seems to share the wide- 
spread official pessimism in America 
over chances of sound agreement with the 
Kremlin. He stresses that Russia decided 
to fight the cold war even while World 
War TI still raged and she was our com- 
rade in arms ~“He sees Soviet leaders 
thoroughly ,comimitted to the idea that 
communism and capitalism must battle 
‘until one or the other goes down. 

\. Hofiman. is. ae--hin mest forceful in 
Pointing out, that continuing the cold war 


- 


is preferable by far to the one remaining 
alternative—shooting war. 

“Shooting war is the ultimate stu- 
pidity,” he declares. “This time we have 
got to win a victory with these new cold 
war techniques. And we will win it.” 

The cold war is expensive, yes. The 
four-year cost of the Marshal] Plan will 
hit close to $15,000,000,000. Defence out- 
lays for ourselves and our allies are 
running around $13,000,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000,000 a year. Add to this the mounting 
aid to other lands. 

But what of a hot war’s cost? Hoff: 
man quotes former Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray as estimating the 
fina] cost of World War Il—when the last 
pension is paid—at one trillion, three 
hundred billion dollars. Another war 
almost inevitably would cost much more. 

Hoffman believes we could extend the 
Marshall Pian to Asia and perhaps Africa 
for a cost that would come to less in a 
year than a hot war would cost in a 
week. 

SENSIBLE REPLY 

“What are people talking about when 
they say we can’t afford this $15,000,000,- 
000, this $20,000,000,000?” he asks. 

The economy-minded will be hard put 
to make sensible-reply. For the fact is 
that, grim as it is, the cold war is the 
most cheerfu] prospect we can contem- 
plate until Russian communism somehow 
crufibles utter the weight of ae deter 
Joined free world. . 


Razor's Edge

E Partisans of Peace is a Commun. 

ist-front organization which the hard- 
working Cominform has recently caused 
to spring into being all. over.zurope. 
Under the t@mterehiyy of Professor Jolior- 
Curie, they have been circulating a peti- 
tion embodying the resolutions of the 
Cominform-organized Stockholm~ peace 
rally. They claim 20,000,000 signatures, 
at the moment, for this demand for 
the “absolute suppression of atomic 
weapons,” 


THE French Communist press helps on 

the drive for the petition with huge 
savertioetsents eatrying such headlines 

s “Paris, London, New York and Mos- 
cow Transformed Into Smoke - Clouds 
From 35,000 Feet.” Meanwhile, certain 
well-known, anti-Communist French intel- 
lectuals, Jike Beuve-Mery, the editor of 
Le Monde and Gilson, the Catholic phil- 
osopher, are agitating for a European 
“neutrality,” which seems to mean noth- 
ing much more than disarmament. 

All this is happening, m@reover, at a 
time when the French Communist Party 
is losing political strength In the formal 
democratic sense. Even the Communist 
trades unions have suffered serious de- 
cline of membership. The Communist 
Party proper is indeed being rather nak- 
ediy transformed into a simple para 
military instrument of Soviet world 
power 


TTHIS puzzling Communist propaganda 
success, at a moment of Communist 
political decline, deserves careful study 
in the United States On balance, at 
the moment, there does not seem to be 
hing solid behind all the sound and 
But this does not mean tat there 
be nothing solid in the future, if 
American policy does not walk along 
a nicely calculated razor’s edge 
One danger is that in the division of 
effort to build a serious defence of the 
western world, we shal] ask the French 
to contribute too heavily The political 
and economic recovery of France, already 
noted in this space, now at last makes 
it possible for France to act as a full 
partner in the Atlantic community, But 
this recovery is as yet incomplete A 
patient just finishing a long and terrible 
iiiness cannot do cross-country runs.

The French recovery nust not be 
checked. Here, as in Britain 
the position of a man who has made one 
investment—the Marshall Plan—with 
great success, and is therefore sorely 
tempted to milk all funds from the newly 
established company in order to start 
another concern—the Atlantic defence 
program—-for which capital is aiso 
needed If we are sensible we shall 
recognize the folly of this procedure 
In the peried just ahead, the United 
‘States will therefore have td provide 
between two-thirds and three-quarters 
of the additional defence funds that are 
needed. 


W E MAY lack this kind of foresight, 

and entangle France in 
lays th 1 set back French recovery 
The poli ] consequences here wil! then 
be extremely grave. With a return of 
postwar neurosis, the French people may 
even r se to make any effort whatever 
to defend themselves On the other 
hand—and this is why the razor’s edge 
is so narrow—the political consequences 
here will certa be still Inére appalling 
if a solid west defence is not built 
within a reasonable time.

When 
Stalin disappears, his absolutism will con- 
tinue under a new idol. They compare 
the Stalinist regime to a Batavskaya 
Slezka (Rupert's drop), the drop of 
molten glass dropped into cold water,

be hammered indefinitely without break 
ing it, unless it is hit on the tip, when it 
shivers into atoms under the released 
stress int tensions.

escapges—profound love of their country. 
“There would be no D.P. problem if 
Russia were liberated,” one of them told 
me. “We'd walk home on our flat feet.” 
And there is one fear common to 
them: the fear that in the armed conflict 
which they assume to be the inescapable 
precondition of that freedom, the West- 
ern Allie® fhay repeat the mistake of the 
Nazis and make war not just on the 
Russian regime but on the Russian 
people. For ey are certain that war 
between the Soviet Union and the West 
is inevitable And they are sure that 
the longer the outbreak of this war is 
delayed the higher will be the price that 
the Western Allies will have to pay for it 
But although the escapees may feel 
t the Russians cannot by themselves 
determine Russia’s future, they have 
their own ideas as to what they would 
like that future to be. There are few 
monarchists among them; these few are 
largely to be found among the older 
White Russian emigrants. There is an 
Ukranian nationalist movement, not at 
all popular among the Russians, The 
political creed of the majority of the 
Russian escapees can be summed up as 
an indignant repudiation of the Western 
belief that Russia has no use for democ 
racy and a demand that [n any new 
regime that may be devised by a constit- 
uent assembly the MVD and the concen- 
tration camps must be abolished 
Most of them advocate the decollectivi 
zation of the farms but oppose the dena- 
tionalization. of manufacturing. or ..the 
decentralization... of ...heavy...industry, 
though they would welcome the return 
of privaie enterprise to commerce.

Dean Acheson, Secretary of State, 
yesterday expressed sympathy with Lie's 
proposals and gave assurance that the j 
United Stat would contirfue its four- 
year effort in the United Nations to find jj 
some method for effective armaments 
control. But in the following statement 
he made it clear that he does not feel 
that a reduction in armaments by the 
western powers at this time will “pro- 
mote the cause of peace: 

“We must carry forward in our own 
determination to create situations of j 
strength in the free world because this 
is the onl? basis on which last agree 
ment with the Soviet government ig pos- 
sible. This*in our judgment is the road 
to peace.” 

If any new disarmament negotiations 
were begun at this time, the view of 
diplomatic officials" Washington is that 
the Soviet Union would adopt its cus 
tomary practice of using the conference 
as a means of promoting some purpose @ 
of its own.

The disease, known as swollen 
shoot, has devastated nearly one- 
third of this colony's cocoa-pro- 
ducing country since its discovery 
in 1932. 


Only new planting has enabled 


the West African farmers to keep 
up production.

Scientists thus far have no 
cure for swollen shoot. Their 
advice to the cocoa farmer for 
years has been to destroy trees 
showing symptoms of the disease. 
But their advice has been largely 
ignored, in spite of government 
payments for every tree elimin- 
ated. 

The government met the chal- 
lenge by appointing a commis 
sioner of cocoa rehabilitation to 
handle complaints, organize the 
cutting out and plan the contain- 
ment of the disease.
